Discussion 


This incident was solved very easily. Supplementary information 
received by Project Blue Book on 26 June 1953 stated "Objects sighted 
by pilots at approximately 2130E 24 June 1953. Two jet aircraft out of 
Quonset Point NAS had a mid-air collision at 2130E 24 June 1953. Air- 
craft fell in flames 15 miles west of Quonset Point.” After interroga- 
tion of pilots, it was concluded that the flights did observe the above 
collision.

At 2121 Lastern Standard Time a large 
flash of lizht was seen in the sky to the south. Bearing to the light 
was approximately 190 degrees. The flash appeared to have occurred at 
an estimated altitude of 14,000 feet. The light then broke into two 
separate lights, and the light farthest west broke up into two separate 
lights, one much larger than the other. All lights fell seaward and 
were extinguished immediately upon reaching the surface. I1 estimate it 
took between one ani one and one-half minutes for the objects to fall. 


) "I can only gusss, but it is my observation the objects 
fell into the Sound in an area bounded by westerly, Rhode Island; Block 
Island and Montauk Point."
